Delegates from practically every-state 
in the union were present, with a 
large number of ladies from the auxil- 
lary, at the opening session of the 
Seventeenth Annual Convention of the 
Railway Mail Association held in the 
hall of the house of representatives at 
the state capitol, yesterday morning. 

In fact, so large was this attendance 
that every seat on the lower floor 
was occupied, chairs were placed in 
the aisles and there was quite a sprink- 
iing of interested spectators in the 


gallery. 

The morning session was 
“exclusively to the welcoming features 
in connection with this gathering. 
The business sessions are being held 
in the convention hall of the Pied- 
ment hotel, and began at 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. 

- Last night the social! 
convention was reflected in an infor- 
mal reception tendered the visiting 
delegates, wives and sweethearts, which 
took place in the Auditorium-Armory. 

Chief inferest in the opening ses- 
sion centered about the address of Hon. 
Joseph Stewart, second assistant post- 
master general at Washington, who is 
in charge of the transportation de- 
pattment of the United. States mail 
and under whom, directly, the. [5,000 
railway mail clerks work. His speech, 
@ most happy and timely one, sent two 
important statements home—the first, 
that as second assistant posmaster gen- 
eral. he had recommended a system of 
pensions for postal clerks who had 
grown old in the service, and the other 
the payment of expenses of the postal 
clerks on the road. These recommen- 
dations, which mean so much to the 
railway men, were received with the 
wildest enthusiasm. , 


Captain White Is Honored. 

Another interesting and touching 
feature of the opening session was the 
hearty and spontaneous tribute paid to 
Captaif John EB. White, one of the pi- 
oneer superintendents in the service, 
being one of the ten original ap- 
pointees and ex-general superintendent 
of the service. When he was intro- 
duced for an impromptu speech every 
one in the -hall arose and remained 
standing until he began to speak. When 
he had concluded, E. H. Roberts, of 
Washington, D. C., in a happy speech, 
presented Captain White with a gold 
headed cane, the gift of the associa- 
tion. 

It was 10:30 o’clock when John F. 
Bradley, as chairman of the local com- 
mittee on arrangements, called the 
large convention to order and presided 
as chairman during the opening ess- 
gion. After a short and fervent invo- 
cation by Rev. C. J. Thompson, Mr. 
Bradley introduced Hon. L. M. Terrell, 
superintendent of the railway mail 
service for the fourth division, with 

adquarters in Atlanta. Like Cap- 
tain White, Mr. Terrell is one of the 
pioneers in. the service, and was given 
a rousing ovation. In a brief speech 
he welcomed the association to Atlan- 
ta, and praised the association for its 
work, object and commendable aim, 
which, he wished ultimate success. He 
paid a splendid tribute to the veter- 
ans in the service, and invited all to 
make hig office in the Prudential build- 
ing headquarters while in the city: 
Than Mr. Terrell there are few more 
popular or prominent men in the ser- 
vice, and his talk, though brief, was 
roundly applauded. 

Hon. Murphey Candler, railroad com- 
missioner, was then introduced by 
‘Chairman Bradley, as the official rep- 
resentative of the state in the absence 
of Governor Smith. Mr. Candler was 
in his happiest vein, and made a charm- 
ing and characteristic speech. He had 
the convention smiling before he had 
been speaking a minute by telling them 
that this time, for the once, at least, 
Georgia got ahead of Atlanta, on the 
program.

SENT TO PRISON 


For Trying to Protect F. 
Augustus Heinze. 


Alleged That Baglin Allowed 
Books to Be Spirited Away 
in Order to Keep Them 
From the United States 
Grand ‘Jury. 


New York, June 1.—George Baglin, 
vice president of the United Copper 
Company, was taken to the Tombs 
prison today and must remain there 
under an order of Judge Lacombe, of 
the United States district court, until 
the missing books of the company 
which contain the evidence upon which 
the federal district attorney seeks to 
conviet F', Augustus, nze° are pro- 
duced. A similar’ punishment. alse 
hangs over Sanford Robinson, a promi- 
nent director of the company, whose 
case will be further considered by 
Judge Lecombe tomorrow morning. 

Both men are alleged to have per- 
mitted the spiriting away of the books 
that were under subpoena. Baglin 
testified before the grand jury that 
he had overheard Robinson and one 
of the Heinze brothers conspiring to 
remove the books and had interposed 
no objection. 

“Nothing remains for me to do but 
to commit you for contempt,” said 
Judge Lacombe after hearing Baglin’s 
admission. 

“You had no right to stand idly by 

while men were plotting the removal 
of books wanted in a grand 
jury investigation. An officer or an 
employee cannot so act with im- 
punity.” 
}» Baglin was visibly affected by the 
sentence of the court. He was al- 
lowed to communicate with his wife 
and lawyer, then he was led to the 
Tombs. 

Robinson's case was then taken up 
by the court. It was shown that he 
had refused: to testify before the grand 
jury regarding his alleged conversa- 
tion with one of the Heinze brothers, 
maintaining that both he and Heinze 
were attorneys for the company and 
therefore their conversation was privi- 
leged.

Serious Charges Against 
District School. 


Editor J. R. Miller, of States- 
boro News, Stabbed Three 
Times by Young Farmer, 
Who Says School Is Unfit for 
Girls to Attend.

Statesboro, Ga., June 1.—\.opecial.)— 
As a result of an investigation of 
charges against the First District Ag- 
ricultural school, at this place, said to 
have been made by A. J. Bird, a young 
white man, of Metter, in this county, 
J. R. Miller. editor of the Statesboro 
News, and trustee of the school, who 
was pushing the alleged charges in de- 
fense of the institution, Was seriously 
\etabbed in two places by Bird. this 
morning, iff the courthouse yard. 

The difficnity occurred just as the 
sheriff began the legal sales, and for 
a time the sales were stopped, so great 
was the excitement. 

Bird was summoned to a meeting of 
the trustees of the school, held here 
last Saturday, but did not come. An- 
other meeting. will be held in Savan- 
nah Monday to further investigate the 
charges said to have been made by 
Bird, who¥charged, it is said. that the 
school is not a fit place for girls. 

This charge was made when he made 
application for guardianship of the 
younger children of the late B. E. Tur- 
ner, of this place. Bird married an 
elder daughter, and it is said has been 
endeavoring to get custody of the chil- 
dren, who are in the school and take 
them to Metter. 

Bird and Miller Meet. 

When Bird and Miller met this mory- 
ing, it is said Miller extended his 
hand. Bird told him he had lied on 
him, and Miller claimed he could 
prove that he had not, and requested 
Bird to go before the ordinary with 
him for proof. A few steps were taken 
in that ‘direction, when Bird halted, 
saying he would not talk to him in pri- 
vate. Miller was, again accused by 
Bird of lying, and though much small- 
er than Miller, the latter struck at 
Bird, after Bird had again called him 
a liar, 
face. 

When Miller struck, Bird dodged, at 


,; the same time plunging a knife into 
| Miller's side, and again in his shoulders. 
‘Both of these were stabs. Another 
glancing wound was inflicted on Mil- 
ler’s throat, just as friends interfered, 
| which would have probably proven fa- 
| eal. 
Sensational Charges. 

Charges, unfit for publication, have 
beén made about the district school, 
and Miller, as a trustee, has been in- 
vestigating them against the.school. 

Bird now denies making the charges, 
but says the rumor has gained circnla- 
tion in this section, and this is why he 
wanted to move the children from the 
institution. He refused to give his au- 
thor. The charges will be investigated 
further. 

Miller was carried to a doctor’s office 
and his wounds dressed. The wound 
in his side is a bad one and may cause 
trouble. Bird is out under bond.

The first day did not fall short of a 
justification of this supposition. 

Not Many Speeches. 

There were not many speeches, but 
those that were made were of consid- 
erable length. Senators Smoot and 
Lodge, both of them majority mem- 
bers of the committee on finance, were 
the principal orators of the day, and 
both spoke in ‘support of thé commit- 
tee provisions. The Utah senator en-{ 
tered upon a technical presentation 
of the entire subject, reaching the 
conclusion that the senate bill does 
not, in reality, increasé the duties con- 
templated by the Dingley law. He un- 
dertook, however, to show that by the 
various rulings of the customs author- 
ities, these duties had beé@n reduced to 
the extent of an average of 20 per 
cent. It was the purpose of the com- 
mittee to carry into effect the exist- 
ing law. He declared that the com- 
mittee had been influenced by neither 
the manufacturers nor the importers. 
Lodge Against Revision Downward. 

Senator Lodge gave especial atten- 
tion to the cotton schedule, but in- 
cidentally spoke of the general policy 
cf the republican party with refer- 
ence to the subject of tariff revision. 
He «contended that there had been no 
intention of revising the tariff down- 
ward, but that the purpose of the 
party had been merely to so revise 
the tariff as to protect American 
manufacturers against cheap foreign 
labor. He declared that New England 
factories were returning only smal! 
dividends to their owners, and traced. 
the general increase in the pricé of 
commodities to the enlarged volume of 
gold in the.country, rather than to 
the advantages accruing from the 
protective system. He explained at 
length the process of mercerization in 
order to show that the protective rate 
allowed for this process was not ex- 
cessive. 

Dolliver and Aldrich Clash. 


Early in the day Senator Dolliver 
took exception to a-remark by Sen- 
ator Aldrich. The Iowa senator had 
offered an amendment to the cotton 
schedule, providing for ad valorem 
rather than specific duties, whereupon 
Mr. Aldrich made incidental reference 
to senators “who come here with im- 
porters’ briefs.” Mr. Dolliver made 
sharp reply, but. when Mr. Aldrich 
explained that he had not meant any 
reflection, calm was restored, and 
business proceeded with serenity. 

Later, thé senator from Iowa said 
refiections upon his course had come 
from behind the doors of the finance 
committee. This was said in re- 
sponse to a defense by Senator Root 
of the board of general appraisers, to 
which reference had been made by Mr 
Dolliver. 

At 5:05 p. m. the senate adjourned 
until 10:30 a.m, tomorrow. 

The house was in session only 13 
minutes, adjourning until Thursday, 
without transaction of any business.

On the contrary, peonage, enslavement 
of prisoners, persecution of trade 
unionists with the unjust nd anti- 
quated poll tax, and even disfranchise- 
ment, are already the portion of large 
bodies of whites in many southern! 
states.” 

Georgia Railroad Strike Denounced. 


In addition to the platform two reso- 
lutions were adopted, one on “In- 
dustrial Discrimination,” and one on 
“Pducation.” ” 

The resolution on “industrial dis- 
crimination” says in effect that there 
is a conspiracy in both the north and 
the south to deny the black man the 
right to work. 

“The current strike in Georgia,” it 
says, “is not merely a demand. that 
the negrd be displaced, but even that 
proven and efficient men be made to 
surrender their long-followed means of 
livelihood to new — incompetent suc- 
. cessors.”’ 

Governor Hoke Smith, of Georgia, 
and an Atlanta newspaper are censtired 
for “fostering” such movements, and 
in.contlusion the resolution calls upon 
the nation to “express its condemna- 
tion and contempt for those who are 
at the bottom of this wholesale cam- 
paign of blood and blunder, to join in 
an effort to punish this crime of lead- 
ing a nation deliberately into the hor- 
rors of racial war.” 

The report of the committee on per- 
manent organization was adopted, pro- 
viding for the creation of a perma-} 
nent body to strive for the negro’s 
rights. A committee was appointed to 
take charge of this matter, with power 
to call the convention in 19190. 

3,284 Negroes Lyneched in 25 Years. 

That 3,284 men, women and chiidren 
have been lynched in this country in 
the quarter of a century was the as-

Disfranchisement of the negro was 
declared by Albert EK.

“The course of the south,” Ke said, 
“had made it the affair of every white 
citizen. 

“Are the people of thirty-six states 
willing to be defrauded of their po- 
litical rights in order that ten states 
may disfranchise the negro?” he asked. 

Oswald Garrison Villard, chairman 
of the second session, introduced Wil- 
liam English Walling, secretary of the 
conference, whose “unselfish labors,” 
Mr. Villard said, have made this con- 
ference possible. 

Southern Pianters Attacked. 

Secretary Walling spoke of the 
gouthern laborer, recognized, he said, 
as an invaluable asset of that section, 
but having no rights at all.. He com- 
pared the employers of labor on the 
large plantations with the feudal lords 
of Europe, and said that their interest 
in the negro was based largely on how 
they could preserve him In his present 
helpless condition and get the most 
out of him for the least possible money 
expenditure. 

Joseph C. Manning, of Alexander 
City, Ala., spoke on the political 
status of the negro in the south, He 
said in part: 

“Growing olit of the attitude of the 
controlling element in the south, the 
negro, as a consequence of the in- 
genious exploitation of the race prob- 
lem, there is no constitutional or free 
government in any immediate south- 
ern state. Those most responsible for 
this situation are the same flesh, the 
same families, of the same sentiments, 
aswhatis knowninour southern his- 
tory as the slave-owning political and 
social aristocracy. This regime domi- 
nating Alabama is now simply the 
progeny of the old slave-owning, oli- 
garchy.”

Key at White House. 


And Sends Spark Across the 
Continent That Put in Mo- 
tion the Wheels of the 
Great Exposition at Seattle, 
Wash. ' 


Seattle, Wash., June 1.—The Alaska- 
YukonrPacific exposition, that cost 
$10,000,000, and the first sod of which 
was turned exactly two years ago, was 
officially opened at noon todaay. The 
military parade, the speeches, Presi- 
ident Taft's signal and the magic re- 
sponse were all carried out exactly as 


planned. 

When James J. Hill was introduced 
to make the opening speech, 40,000 
persons cheered so vociferously that 
it was several minutes before he could 
begin his address. The program mak- 
ers had omitted to count on this dem- 
onstration, and when President Taft 
at Washington pressed the golden key 
at noon (Pacific time) and touched off 
the big signal gong, he cut short 
Bishop Kestor's benediction. 

Cheers for Japanese. 

A striking feature of the parade was 

the popular applause for.the Japan- 


ese visitors. 

The closing event of the day was a 
banquet to distinguished guests given 
in the New York building tonight. 

The exercises at the World's fair 
grounds preceding the president's #lg- 
nal were carried out with military pre- 
cision. The exposition gates were open- 
ed at 8:30 o'clock. At 9:30 o'clock 
troops from the United States army 
and navy, the Japanese cruisers, Aso 
and Soya, and the state militia paraded 
through the grounds under the com- 
mang of Colonel T. C. Woodbury, U. 
S. A., and the column was reviewed 
from a stand at the head of the court 
of honor of exposition officials, visit- 
ing governors and Admirals Ijichi and 
Uriol Sebree. 

In Vast Amphitheater. 

The ceremonial exercises were hela 
in a vast natural amphitheater sloping 
to Lake Washiagtcna The stage vot 
this theater seats 1,500 persons, and 
is located on the lake sid». 

Then, just before noon (Pacific time); 
word was fiashed to the white house 
that all was ready, and President 
Taft's response set loose the flags, 
bells, machinery, curious Japanese 
fireworks ang the noise. When the 
message was announced, a huge gong 
struck five strokes, an enormous 
American flag wag unfurled and thou- 
sands of small flags were set flutter- 
ing in the breeze. A mountair battery 
fired a salute of twenty-one guns, the 
Japanese and American fleets in the 
harbor, several miles away, crashed 
out their tribute. 

The fair, as thrown open today, was 
finished, and carpenters and painters 
were nowhere to be seen. 

Taft Touches Key. 

Washington, June I!.—In the east 
room of the white house, in the pres- 
ence of a distinguished gathering of 
diplomats, congress and others, Presi- 
dent Taft, at 3 o’clock this afternoon, 
opened the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific ex- 
position at Seattle by touching a gold 
key. A hearty cheer from the assem- 
bled guests followed the flash of the 
electric current to the other side of 
the continent, and, as the hum of the 
great machinery was heard by the ex- 
position officials at Seattle, there ar- 
rived for them a message of greeting 
and cheer from the chief executive of 
the United States. The message, which 
followed quickly after the current 
that put everything in motion, was as 
follows:

EX-SHERIFE SHIP 
NOT SENTENCED 


Supreme Court Postpones 
Case Until Next Term. 


Shipp and Associates, Who Are 
Held in Contempt for Allow- 
ing Negro to Be Lynched, 
Will Ask Rehearing. 


Washington, June 1.—In the cases of 
former Sheriff Shipp and his deputy, 
Jeremiah Gibson, and of Luther Wil- 
liams, Nick Nolan, Henry Padgett and 
Williams Mayes, all of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., charged with contempt of the 
supreme court of the United States, in 
connection with the lynching in 1905 
of a negro named Ed Johnson, the 
court today postponed the passing ot 
sentence to permit the prisoners to file 
petitions for a rehearing. The cases, 
therefore, go over until next term, the 
prisoners remaining out on bond. 

The corridor outside the court room 
was densely crowded with persons 
wishing to get a view of the six pris- 
oners. Only a few of them, however, 
were able to get inside, as the space 
was almost entirely taken up by at- 
torneys and congressmen, including 
the delegation from Tennessee. In the 
throng outside was a negro who was 
loud in his charges of discrimination 
regarding admissions. It was observed 
that but two negroes, and they prac- 


ticing attorneys, were in the court 
room.

ANNUAL ADDRESS MADE 
AT BUSINESS SESSION 


President J. T. Canfield, in his an- 
nual address at the first business ses- 
sion of the association, Tuesday after- 
noon, made four important recom- 
mendations: Actual expenses for the 
mail clerks beyond their’ terminals; 
higher classifications for apartment 
car lines; higher classifications for 
transfer clerks, and the elimination of 
deferred promotions. Coupled with the 
recommendation of Second Assistant 
Postmaster General Joseph Stewart, it 
would seem that the first of these 
recommendations has a splendid chance 
of becoming a law. 

President Canfield’s annuat address 
was the decided feature of the first 
business session. 

It was after 2:30 o’clock when he 
called the convention to order, and the 
remarkable fact was recorded that 
when Secretary George Wood called 
the temporary roll to ascertain if there 
was a quorum present, with one or two 
exceptions every delegate was pres- 
ent. President Canfielad’s address was 
the opening ousiness of the afternoon 
session. He reported to the convention 
that today the largest membership in 
the history of the organization was 
enrolled, about 13,000 of tne 15,000 mail 
clerks, and that when the association 
spoke it was practically the unanimous 
voice of the mail clerks of the coun- 
try. He stated that it was with pleas- 
ure he recorded the fact that the asso- 
ciation, too, was in the best financial 
condition, having ample funds on hands 
to meet all the necessary expenditures. 
He said that the association now had 
the ear of all the officials and by rea- 
eon of the fact the Postmaster General 
had been associated with the depart- 
ment before, he was in a splendid way 
to appreciate their wants and grant 
their demands. His tribute to Second 
Assistant Postmaster General Stewart, 
who has risen from the ranks, was 
greeted with applause. President Can- 
field referred with sorrow to the Dela- 
ware accident, where four mail clerks 
lost their lives, and pointed out to the 
men to be careful about’ inspecting 


fheir cars and report any seeming de- { 


» 


fect. He said the specifications for new 
cars were all right, but. the roads 
were not’ building new cars now. This 
was followed by his recommendations 
referred to above. His address, brief 
and to the point, closed with a brief 
review of the contemplated changes in 
the constitution and by-laws, which are 
to be debated later. 

After his address President Canfield 
appointed the following committee on 
credentials: Firat division, J. J. Cush- 
ing: second, W. W. Ney; third, R. E. 
Mauney; fourth, W. B. Page; fifth, R. 
E. Ross; sixth, H. F. Harbaugh; sev- 
enth, E. O. March; eighth, S. W. Carter: 
ninth, J. A. Briggs; tenth, M. I. Jewell, 
and eleventh, W. R. McDonald. The 
convention took a recess until they 
reported. In their report it was recom- 
mended all delegates be seated, includ- 
ing those of the twelfth division, to 
be created from the fourth and elev- 
enth divisions the first of July. There 
was objection to the fast, and after a 
Spirited bit of debate the report was 
adopted and all seated. The delegates 
had been duly eleeted, but as the di- 
vision had ‘not been set up there was 
objection. 

Secretary Wood, of Portsmouth, N. 
H., the editor of the Railway Mall, 
the official organ of the association, 
next read an exhaustive and detailed 
financial statement of the disburse- 
ments and receipts of the association 
for the past twenty months. This report 
was most complete and intricate, being 
a mass of detailed figures. It proved 
most interesting, and at its conclusion 
showed there was a handsome bal- 
ance on hand in the treasury. The re- 
pert was received and tabled, pending 
the report of the auditing committee. 

Presidents Canfield then anneunced 
the standing committees on resolu- 
tions, ete. This was followed by the 
adoption of a resolution that no reso- 
lution was to be acted upon without 
being referred to this committee, which 
will — a. congestion of business 
On the last day.

Representatives of approximately 17,000 railway mail clerks are assem- 
bled in Atlanta for a four days’ annual convention, at which’ the infinite 
variety of topics of interest to this important class of working Americans 
will be brought up for executive discussion and action.

other flags. 
The peopie of the United States will be amazed to know that when our 


American delegates went to the Pan-American Conference at Rio de Janeiro 
two years ago, they had to go under a foreign flag to England, or Germany, 
and thence under a foreign flag tc the place of destination. rs 

The people of the United States will be amazed to learn that of the 292 
merchant steumships that passed through the Suez Canal last January, 173 
were British, 42 were German, !4 were French and |! floated the flag of the 
United States. 

The pe ?ple of the United States will he amazed when they learn that we are 
paying approximately $500,000 a day to foreign ships for carrying our commerée. 

The people of the United States will be amazed to learn that the six leading 
maritime nations have been paving for seve, 
mail ships and merchantmen in the way of subsidies on subventions. We have 
paid practically nothing. / 

The people of the United States will be gamazed to learn that when our 
battleship fleet started around the world it Was accompanied by twenty-seven 
transports carrying coal, all of these transports carrying forelgn flags. ana 
that if we had become involved in war during that crulse every one of them 
would have been compelled to abandon the fleet, thus leaving it as helpless as 
a traveler in the desert Of Sahara without food or drink. : 

The people of the United States will be amazed to learn that Ja,an has today 
over 500 vessels she could convert into transports on a moment's notice. Wea 
are woefully defictent. 


Congressman Landis is among the more conservative of the advocates 
of the mail subsidy plan; he does not think American registry for foreign- 
built ships would solve the problem. 

In common with many others who have been anxious to see the reha- 
bilitation of the American merchant marine an achieved fact. we have held 
to the belief that American registry for foreign-built ships would go far 
toward doing the work. 

Why, for example, would not many, if not all, of those American-owned 
but foreign-built vessels, represented in that investment of $200,000,000 of 
which Mr. Landis speaks in the foregoing extract, be glad to come under 
the prestige and protection of the American flag, if the opportunity were 
only afforded them? ‘ 

Shall we concede to other nations greater liberality and foresight in the 
extension of commerce than we are willing or prepared to show or exercise 
im the direct furtherance of American trade? 

These are some of the questions the people of the south would be glad 
to have Mr. Landis discuss on the occasion 6f his visit to Georgia.

PREPARING TO FILE 


Attorneys to Bring Suit Against 
the N., C. & St. L. Rail- 
road Company. 


Attorneys for the state, Attorney 
General John C. Hart and Special At- 
torney Hooper Alexander, are prepar- 
ing to file within the next few days 
a suit against the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louls Railroad Com- 
pany, lessee of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, the property of the 
state, for back taxes alleged to be due, 
aggregating $75,000 or more. 

The amount claimed by the 
cannot be definitely stated owing 
the fact that the basis of calculation 
will have to be fixed by the court in 
the event it should be decided that 
“he state is right in its contention. 

This grows out of the fact that part 
of the taxes claimed are on net income 
alleged to have been earned by the 
road in excess of the amount returned 
for taxation. The claim is made that 
through a certain system of account 
the returns of net income to the state 
for taxation hav# been smaller than 
they should have been, or in other 
words that part of the amount which 
has gone into operation and other ex- 
penses should, properly considered, be 
put down as income subject to tax- 
ation. 

In addition to the foregoing the state 
claims the lessee company is due taxes 
on all the rolling stock which it has 
acquired and now uses on the State 
road in addition to that which was 
turned over to it by the state when the 
lease contract was entered into. 

Governor Smith has had this ques- 
tion up now for some time with the 
attorney general and Mr. Alexander, 
and the point has been reached at 
which the state is ready to file the 
suit. 

Of course the road ifisclajms all li- 
ability for such taxes and the litiga- 
tion will involve some very pretty 


legal questions. 


JUDGE JOS. TURNER 
IS SERIOUSLY ILL 


His Many Friends Throughout 
Georgia Alarmed Over 
His Condition. 


Friends of Judge Joseph S. Turner, 
chairman of the’ state prison commis- 
sion, are seriously alarmed over re- 
ports as to his condition, which tome 
from his home at Eatonton, where he 
is said to be confined practically to his 
room. 

Judge Turner’s recent illness came 
upon him within the last three weeks 
as he was in: Atlanta attending a ses- 
sion of the prison ,commission, the 
first week in May. He seemed at that 
time to be in good health and spirits, 
but grew worse upon his return home, 
and his condition is now regarded as 
quite critical. 

A few months ago Judge Turner had 
an operation performed in an Atlanta 
hospital, and it was regarded as quite 
successful. It is understood, however, 
that the trouble has returned and this 
seems to be the immediate cause of 
his present condition. 

Judge Turner is well known and 
highly esteemed all over Georgia.

Tabernacle Is in Urgent Need. 
Dr. Broughton Makes an 
Urgent Appeal. 


Dr. Len G. Broughton is sending out 
a strong and convincing appeal in be- 
half of the charity work of the Taber- 
nacle Infirmary. In his appeal he 
shows that the infirmary is in press- 
ing need of help to meet its obliga- 
tions, which have been incurred for 
charity work. During the year of 
in the new infirmary building, 
which ends July 1, the charity work 
has amounted to $14,000, besides the 
large number of part-pay cases which 
are taken for less than the cost of 
maintenance. All this the institution 
has met, excepting about $5,000, which 
it is now trying to raise by July 1, 
the anniversary of the new infirmary 
building. oe: 

Dr. Broughton, in his appeal for 
help, sets forth the needs in an urgent 
Way. He declares that the condition 
is- serious, and .calls upon his friends 
in Atlanta and elsewhere to help him 
lift this obligation, every whit of 
which has been incurred for the care 
of the worthy poor at a time when 
they were sick and needed help. 

The pay wards of the infirmary are 
not sufficient to meet the charity de- 
mands, and he refutes the talk, by 
those whom, he says, are enemies of 
the work, to this effect, bv inviting any 
interested to an inspection of the 
books. The cost for the care of cases 
unable to pay is about $250 per week. 
This does not include those who are 
only avie to pay part of their expenses. 
There is no denominational] Oorganiza- 
tion back of the work other than the 
Tabernacle church and a board of trus- 
tees to administer its affairs. The sup- 
port for this large charity sum must 
come from the friends of the work. 

The plan Dr. Broughton has fallen 
upon for raising this fund, which must 
be paid by the first of July, is to find 
ten people who will give $100, ten who 
will give $50, ten who will give $25 
and twenty-five who will give $10. This 
will make $2,000. Then he will find 600 
who will give $5, which wil] make the 
$5,000 that must be raised, and upon a 
payment of the subscription, a certifi- 
cate of membership in the ‘Tabernacle 
Infirmary Charity Association,” will bel 
issued by the secretary and treasurer, 
signed by Dr. Broughton, president, 
and countersigned by the audi£or,

UNDER ONE HEAD 


Farmers’ Union Takes an 
Important Step. 


Officers Are Elected to Have 
Charge of the Warehousing 
and Marketing of All Union 
Cotton in Georgia—Believed 
Better Prices Will Result. 


One of the most significant chap- 
ters in the industrial history of Geor- 
gia was written in the senate cham- 
ber at the _ state. capitol yesterday, 
when representatives of the amal- 
gamated Farmers’ Union warehouses in 
this state perfected organization, 
merging all subsidiary concerns, elect- 
ed officers to have entire charge of 
the warehousing and marketing sys- 
t@ém, and adopted tentative measures 
for centralized selling of Georgia's 
cotton crop. 

The substance of this action Is that 
henceforth the element of chance ir. 
disposing of cotton in Georgia will be 
reduced to a minimum. For-the old 
slipshod methods, the heritage of many 
years, definite procedure is substi- 
tuted. 

More than at any time in its ex- 
the Farmers’ Union in Geor- 
gia will be able to demand and secure 
fair prices for its staple. 

Officers of New Concern. 

In excess of 100 warehouses sit- 
uated in every section of Georgia are 
now owned or controlled by members 
of the union. 

The action taken has the effect 
throwing these houses under one 
central board, entrusting the mar- 
keting of the cotton they contain in 
a centralized agency, and eliminating 
the elements of uncertainty projected. 
by market fluctuations and haphazard 
selling. 

The style of the new company will 
be the Union Consolidated Warehouse 
Company.

Holding and Financing Cotton. 

In years past, the. chief source of 
embarrassment in handling the crop 
in Georgia, as in other states, has been 
difficulty in extending the marketing 
of cotton over a sufficient period to 
insure fair prices, and in offsetting 
the machinations of speculative , op- 
erators. 

Farmers sold when 
what prices they could obtain. 
rule, the result crowded cotton upon 
the market in a glut, prices went to 
pieces, and rarely did the market re- 
cover from the attacks of manipulators 
until the beginning of another season. 

The amalgamation is a _ practical 
step toward doing away with this dis- 
astrous method. It is the beginning 
of constituting the farmer his own 
business man, able to extend the sale 
of his main product over an _ interval 
sufficiently distributed to insure no 
congestion in the market, and lending 
all the aid of corporate organization 
in the fight against the manipulator. 

Negotiable Warehouse RKReceipts. 

In. conjunction with cotton stored in 
bonded warehouses, it Is also planned 
to issue warehouse receipts, which 
shall become collateral for such loans 
as will enable the holder of so-called 
“distress” cotton to tide over the pe- 
riod of his most pressing need. 

It is also probable that: since the 
enormous financial strength back of a 
federation of this scope, with real es- 
tate rated at several hundred thou- 
sand dollars, will give it a high 
standing in the fiscal world, there will 
be little difficulty in negotiating such 
straightout loans as_ will accomplish 
the central object .of marketing cot- 
ton logically. 

These plans, and others now dis- 
cussed, are as yet tentative. The thing 
of importance is that next fall will 
witness the operation of thebe various 
warehouses under one concentrated 
agency. 

The movement has also spread_ to 
other states? and it is expected that 
within a short time all the cotton- 
growing states will effect similar or- 
ganization. 

Barrett Enjoins Loyalty. 

President Charles S. Barrett, of the 
national organization, and President 
John L. Lee, of the state organization, 
both made strong speeches outlining 
the objects of the meeting. President 
Barrett dwelt especially on the fact 
that the farmers of the south wWere 
awakening as never in their history, 
to the necessity of adopting business 
methods to enforce their rights. He 
predicted that another ten years would 
witness yet more marvelous progress 
in the solution of the many of the 
financial problems of _ the farming 
classes. 

President Lee Speaks. 

President Lee discussed the  indis- 
pensability of business methods for 
promoting the success of the Farmers’ 
Union, and said: 

“The Farmers’ Union, being organ- 
ized as a business organization, for 
business purposes only, has_ steadily 
increased in the knowledge of how 
other corporations conduct their busi- 
ness interest when in need of financial 
relief, and has learned many things 
that were the cause of our failures in 
the past, and now, as the intent of 
this gathering is for the purpose of 
consolidating the warehouses of this 
state. under one management, it be- 
hooves us to proceed slowly, and be- 
come thoroughly familiar with the de- 
tails of this organization, not only for 
the purpose of understanding them 
ourselves, but that we may go forth 
to our respective communities, and 
there thoroughly indoctrinate’ the 
membership on the importance of this 
day's work.

Council Finance Come 
mittee ‘“Up Against It.” 


Departments All Want Extra 
Appropriations in June. 
Mayor Cautions Committee 
to Go Slow About Holding 
Over Debts for Next Year. 


Facing the proposition of securing 
more than $107,000, needed for extra 
appropriations to the various depart- 
ments of the city, and with practi- 
cally not a dollar in sight, the finance 
committee of the general council finds 
itself facing a most perplexing prob- 
‘lem. The committee met yesterday to 
make up the June apportionment sheet, 
and the manner in which the requests 
for sums ranging from $50,000 down 
poured in, was calculated to drive one 
to near beer. In a continuous string, 
each more forcible than the other, 
they continued to come, until it seem- 
ed as if they would never end. 

That all the requests will not be 
granted is evident. The members of 
the committee find themselves agreed 
upon this one point, if nothing else, 
However, it was apparent from the 
first that there was a strong sentiment 
in faver of putting an end to the 
procrastination in the Decatur street 
paving matter, and it is believed that 
an appropriation of approximatély 
$13,000, in addition to the $10,000 al- 
ready set aside for this purpose, will 
be made. 

Decatur Street Paving Assured. 

It was shown that $18,000 will be 
required to pave with wooden block 
Decatur from Peachtree to Yonge 
street. In addition to this, information 
came from the waterworks department 
that $5,500 will be needed for the lay- 
ing of a Pew water main. This brings 
the total cost of the improvement up 
to $23,500, or $13,500 more than has 
already been set aside for the purpose, 
It was the sense of the body that this 
work cannot be longer deferred, and 
it was expected that provision for this 
appropriation will be made in the June 
sheet. , 

The police department established 
the high-water mark for requests, ask- 
ing a cool $50,000 for the equipment 
and maintenance of an additional 50 
men. That this amount cannot now be 
appropriated for this purpose is ad- 
mitted, 
Many Other Requests. 

Councilman Boynton appeared and 
announced that $3,000 additional was 
needed for electric lights. Councilman 
Winn requested a similar amount in 
addition to the $10,000 already appor- 
tioned for the paving of Marietta 
street from Peachtree to “Foundry, 
while the waterworks department 
came in with a request for $3,300 for 
new mains on Marietta street from 
Peachtree to Magnolia. 

Library Commissioners Branch and 
Day and Miss Rankin, the librarian, 
made an appeal for $2,500 additional, 
Stating that the demands on the lh- 
brary have increased 35 per cent dur- 
ing the past year, while the appor- 
tionment this year ts considerably less 
than last. 

In rapid succession came requests 
for $4,500 for improvements at the 
Tenth street school; $8,569 for laying 
a sewer on Ponce de Leon avenue; 
$6,000 for water mains on Leggett ave- 
nue; $2,000 for DeKalb avenue pipes; 

2,700 for work on the new pump; 
$1,500 for first ward sewers: $1,200 for 
an inspector of weights and measures; 
2500 for playgrounds, and a host of 
other requests for smaller amounts. 

Several of the city’s best known 
business men appeared in behalf of 
the playground appropriation, and all 
spoke earnestly in its favor. It wag 
shown that more than 22,000 per- 
sons patronized the grounds last year, 
making the cost to each little more 
than 2 cents per day. 

Stringency in 1910. 

During the meeting, Mayor Maddox 
took occasion to sound a note of warn- 
ing to any who would carry over 
obligations until next year. The ques- 
tién came up during the discugsston of 
the Decatur street paving venture. It 
was suggested that a portion of the 
city’s feed account be carried over, 
this deficiency to be made up next 
January. 

Mayor Maddox objected, stating that 
he saw no relief in sight on January 
1 He stated that he _ realized the 
crying need for the Decatur street 
paving, but felt certain that financial 
matters will bevin little, if any, better 
condition at the beginning of the new 
year. He even went so far as to give 
expression to the fear that the situa- 
tion next year might be worse than 
it is at this time. 

With the requests for apportion- 
ments all made, the committee went 
into executive session, Chairman 
} Amorous swearing the members to 
secrecy as to the proceedings, and 
stating that nothing will be given out 
until the matter is presented to the 
council at its next meeting.

One of 
the striking passages in the inter- 
view of E. H. Harriman with news- 
paper men before his ~sailing for 
Europe spoke in rather contemptuous 
terms of the supposition that his rail- 
road companies need apply to foreign 
markets to secure a ready sale of their 
securities since he could sell $150,000,- 
000 Union Pacific bonds in New York 
in five minutes. It is still felt among 
bankers and financiers generally, how- 
ever, that the development of this 
country, insofar short of its ultimate 
opportunity, that resort to foreign sup- 
plies of capital is still profitable and 
to an extent necessary. The chance 
of sales to foreigners of American 
securities has a special interest at this 
time, when obligations are being in- 
curred to foreign money markets to 
avoid or defer heavy exports of gold 
called for by the adverse balance of 
trade running for several months past. 
Foreign subscriptions for new capital 
issues here and the later movement 
of exported ¢crops are relied on to pro- 
vide resources for liquidating these 
obligations. The prospect of United 
States Steel being listed on the Paris 
bourse, therefore, appealed to the 
speculative imagination. The price of 
that stock rose to 65% within a short 
time after trading began, compared 
with a previous record price of 64%, 
at which it left off on Friday after a 
3-point rise on that day. The _ price 
touched in London earlier in the day 
represented a New York parity of 
about 67. This rate of advance might 
be supposed to invite some effective 
profit taking, however well justified 
by new conditions. Profit-taking 
sales were, in fact, on a very heavy 
scale. The influence of the rise in 
steel was supplemented by the renewal 
of important speculative operations 
in other important stocks. Union Pa- 
cific signalizd the departure of the 
head of that system for Europe by 4 
rise of 2% points. The strength of 
the stock was not impaired by the 
showing of a decrease of net earnings 
for April, compared with last year, the 
growth in operating cost having » ex- 
ceeded the increase in gross earnings.
